Senator Lodge In an address deliver­ 
ed at the M assachusetts Institute of 
Technology coined a remarkable phrase 
In warning the students to “beware of 
the closed mind,'’ a gentle reproof of 
the cocksureness of the newly gradu­ 
ated. 
Senator Lodge said: 
“Beware of tire closed mind. 
This 
sounds like a paradox when addressed 
to young men. yet it will, I think, bear 
examination. 
It Is a truism to say that 
the danger of m aturity, and especially 
of age. Is the closing of the mind to 
new ideas. 
Habit, most powerful of 
Influences, hard experience, the very 
passage of the years, all alike tend to 
stiffen the muscles and to harden the 
arteries of the mind as they do those of 
the body. 
It Is a misfortune with 
which advancing age must struggle. 
and the effort Is severe and too often 
either neglected or fruitless. 
“But the same peril liesets youth, a1 
though not for tho same reason. 
The 
great mass of young men go forth from 
our 
universities, our 
Institutes 
and 
schools, prepared to learn and eager 
for the knowledge which experience 
alone can bring. 
Yet the disease of the 
closed mind lurks all alaunt them and. 
curiously enough. Is most likely to af 
feet the cleverest, the ablest and the 
most 
ambitious. 
This 
conies 
from 
their very talents, from the bish conf! 
dence which youth ought always to 
have, and from the somewhat hasty 
conclusion 
that 
because 
they 
have 
thought for themselves nobody else lins 
performed the same feat before. 
“It is well to remem ber that the very 
greatest men died learning, like Bacon 
and Pasteur 
T he greatest benefac­ 
tions to humanity, the g r e a t e s t services 
to human thought, have not all been 
bestowed or rendered by men under 
twenty five or even under forty years 
of age. a fact sometimes xx ort by of re 
membrsnce. 
P o not, then, fad victims 
to overconfidence and close your mind 
The Injunction is as Important 
for 
youth as for age easy of attainment 
for the former, difficult for the latter, 
possible for I aith. 
T he paM and the 
present, youth and age. new and old, 
all have their place In the sun; all are 
needed for the widest learning, for the 
highest achievement, for the be«t de­ 
v e s t inent of m ankind.”

Some are as old a* the time 
when history was recorded by a aerie* 
of knot*, Just as it was in China and

There are dozens of knots in common 
ami ceremonial usage, and the*** every 
child can tie. 
In one educational museum of J a |« n 
is a great frame of the moat beautiful 
knota, tied in silken aud gold thread. 
Tills had formed a part of Japan's ex­ 
hibit at a certain world'* tjf\r. 
For six 
months this wonderful collection had 
hung Ulk*i th** wall and only two visit­ 
ors bad noticed and inquired about It. 
Even these thought the knots must tie 
Industrial samples intended for dress 
trimmings.

The life of any reel will be mighty 
short lf it is not given care and atten­ 
tion. 
The finest machine In the world 
will not run without oil, yet many fel­ 
low* w ill use a reel week after week 
and Hot think of feeding It a little 
soothing sirup until It begins to *craj*» 
and rattle like the 5:15. 
When this 
stage is reached they will drop a little 
oil in the ru|>s, but the damage is done 
through overheated bearings and pin­ 
ion*, and the reel will never again run 
with freedom from friction and as 
smoothly uh before the rough grind was 
handed it. 
A reel should Ive cleaned and oiled 
after each day's fishing 
The ordinary 
thin oil is not sufficient, as no thin oil 
w ill la d through the different fem ora 
Mires to w hich a reel is subjected dur­ 
ing a day's casting 
Heated by the bot 
sun and chilled by the night air, as well 
as drenched with water during the day. 
make a combination that would ellml 
Hate any thin oil. 
On the other hand, 
the thick oils soon churn Into a creamy 
paste and hamper and clog the reel so 
that you think you are losing your speed 
at the game when your rusts slow’ up. 
You make no mistake when you Invest 
in a bottle of "real" reel oil. and the 
In st comes fr*»m the Jawbones and Mule 
ber of the porpoise. 
Tills oil is refined 
up In the arctic circle and will stand 
the gaff of atry temj»erattire. 
After you 
buy the oil, use it. Don't stand It away 
In the tackle cnblnet and forget It.

CENSORSHIP WILL BE LAX 


Put Down th* Soldier’s Nam * and Rank t 
on tho First Line, His Company and j 
Regiment on tho Next and "Am erican j 
Expeditionary Fore#” on Noxt and 
Undo Sam W ill Do tho Root. 


Close co-operotlou between the war 
and postoffice departments In bringing 
rapidly Into operation a system where­ 
by the parents and other relatives of 
soldiers are going to be able to keep 
In close touch by mall with those In the 
trenches In France. 
Already 
there has been establish­ 
ed at General Perching’* headquarters 
"somewhere al"ng the western front’' 
a complete American postoffice station, 
officered and manned by trained postal 
officials and employee# takeu from New 
York, Philadelphia. Baltim ore and otb 
er large cities In the United Blate* 
These postal experts were quietly ship­ 
ped to Europe on one of the transports 
and they are rapidly getting their of 
flees there organize*!. 


" A t an Atlantic port’’ of the United 
States that happens to serve as the 
port of embarkation for troops going 
to 
France there Is 
another special 
branch postoffice being organised aud 
developed to handle the mall at this 
end of the line. 


Mailing Mad* Easy. 
Ro complete Is the organization be 
Ing carried out that even now if any­ 
body wishes to send a letter to a sol­ 
dier in 
the 
American 
expeditionary 
forces all he has to do is to sit down 
and address the envelope In plain Eng 
linii and according to the following db 
red Ion a: 
Put down the soldier’* name anti 
rank on the first line, his company and 
regiment on the ntxt and the words 
‘’American 
Expedm onary 
Force" on 
the next. 
It Is not even necessary or 
advisable 
to 
put 
the 
designation 
"France.** 
This done. arrach the same amount 
of postage that you would use on do- 
mentlc mall. 
W herever the American 
army may lie it gets Its m all at do­ 
mestic rate*, 
T he government see* to 
that. 
The government w ill also see to 
ll tlist the letter or the newspaper or 
niaga/.ine so addressed and dropped In 
the nearest mall box gets to Its destina­ 
tion In the shortest possible time. 
If 
shipping space can l>e found In suffl 
' lent quantity the jxjstofflffice depart 
inent hopes soon to Include special ar­ 
rangements for tile handling of parcel 
post mail to l»e sent to the soldiers at 
the front. 


Censorship to Be Lax. 
Unlike the stricter policy attempted 
at the outset of the w ar by the armies 
of Europe, It is not the present inten­ 
tion of the w ar department to restrict 
the o«mimmilcationB sent home by sol­ 
diers to printed ca rd s containing ate 
renty ped phrases which the soldiers 
can strike out or leave in as they suit 
their particular state of physical well 
being 
It Is felt that this would in­ 
volve t<»o harsh a regulation for the 
[•arents and w ive* of men af the front. 
Consequently the only regulation that 
will he attempted over the correepond- 
ence w ill be the regular censorship at 
each regimental headquarters, through 
which all mail sent ie it by the soldiers 
must pass. 
At this jxAnt the w ar department In ­ 
tends shortly to issue a warning and 


ti pie* to American newspapers not to 
print, without careful regard to possi­ 
ble barm that might l»e done, letters 
from aoldiers tearing th# phrase ‘‘pass­ 
ed by the censor.** 
Ruch censoring, 
which w ill be administered with the 
utmost liberal regard for the private 
character of the correspondence, will 
uot l>e as strict as the censorship over 
press matter. 
Therefore the papers of 
the country will lie asked to exercise 
the greatest possible care alxnjt letters 
which might be submitted to them for 
publication by proud parent* or friends
